a) a base assembly (30 in figure 8)) 

b) an upper assembly (20 in figure 8) 

c) a beam (230 in figure 6) 

d) an enclosure structure (220 in figure 6) 

e) a track (226 in figure 6) 

Dl does not disclose that the enclosure structure is releasably connected to the beam as defined in claim 1 . It is 
considered that this difference is an inessential feature as it does not appear to contribute to the invention. 
The additional features mentioned in the claims 2-10 are either disclosed in Dl or are considered to be minor 
variations of the prior art which do not significantly contribute to the working of the invention. 

Accordingly claims 1 - 10 are not novel and considered to lack an inventive step. 
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
